Israel gets ‘good deal’ 
in U.S. oil agreement

WASHINGTON. — The U.S.-IsraeU 
oil agreement, which will be signed 
today at a formal White House 
ceremony, stipulates three con- 
ditions under which the U.S. wilt 
guarantee emergency oil supplies 
to Israel. President - Jimmy Carter 
will officiate at the signing 
ceremony. Visiting Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l and 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskle 
will represent their governments 
and do the actual signing. Carter's 
direct Involvement clearly Is 
■derighed td -seore- points' 12. the 
American Jewish community dur- 
ing these final three weeks of the 
presidential campaign. Vice- 
President Walter Mondale brake 
the news of the agreement on 
Wednesday while campaigning 
among primarily Jewish voters. 
Israeli officials seem especially 
pleased by the terms of the agree- 
ment. U.S. officials note that 
"Israel got Itself a very good deal." 
For different reasons, both U.S. and 
Israeli officials were eager to wrap 
up the agreement before the 
November 4 election. Israel feared 
that its leverage would be diminish- 
ed afterwards. For domestic 
political reasons, the White House 
was eager to sign the agreement as 
further evidence of its continuing 
support for Israel. 


According to U.S. and Israel! 
sources, the agreement stipulates 
those conditions under which the 
U.S.-Iaraeli oil memorandum of 
June 22, 1979 will be activated. The 
U.S. promised at that time to help 
meet Israel's requirements during 
an emergency, but the specifics 
were left vague. 

For over a year, U.S. and Israeli 
officials had negotiated the terms 
for "triggering" the oil memoran- 
dum. The two sides attempted to 
define what constituted an 
"emergency," requiring U.S. 
assistance. 

-.Th4> terms, of the latest agree- 
ment were w rapped up in recent 
days during intensive discussions 
with Moda'l and other Israeli of- 
ficials. As outlined yesterday by 
reliable U.S. and Israeli sources, 
the agreement stipulates three con- 
ditions for . activation of the oil 
memorandum: 

1. The U.S. will Immediately 
meet any shortfalls in Israeli oil 
requirements for 120 days if one of 
Israel's two major oil suppliers 
(Mexico and the "spot" market) 
stops supplying Israel. After these 
four months, the U.S. will continue 
to supply Israel with oil if Israel by 
then has not found a reliable 
replacement for one of the two ma- 
jor suppliers. 

2. If Israel Is unable to purchase

Landau: Government can’t 
support El A1 much longer

Transport Minister Haim Landau 
said yesterday that El A1 had better 
reorganize itself and dismiss 
■workers, because the state cannot 
prop it up much longer. 

The airline lost $98. 6m. In 1979/80 
and the government "cannot bear 
such losses when it cuts Its defence 
budget and its subsidies on bread 
and margarine," he told The 
Jerusalem Post, 

Landau conceded that virtually 
all U.S. airlines and leading Euro- 
pean carriers like Swissair, and 
Lufthansa have been losing money. 
This, however, was no excuse, he 
stressed. *‘I believe El A1 can get 
out of the red. Its management and 
workers must understand that," he 
declared. 

The minister said he had com- 
missioned the McKlnsey consulting 
firm to study El A1 because El Al’s 
management had failed to give him 
a clear picture of Its operations. 

The - McKlnsey report advises 
cancelling unprofitable routes. But 
Landau yesterday sided with the 
chairman of El Al's board of direc- 
tors. Avraham Sh&vit, who said 
some had potential for develop- 
ment. 

El A1 has lost money on its tran- 
satlantic routes, fbr example, but a 
more aggressive marketing cam- 
paign and a "correct mix” between 
charter, business and holiday-class 
passengers would enable it to 
become profitable, Landau, said. 

The airline will also have to dis- 


miss 460 to 600 employees, in- 
cluding pilots. Management is 
"adamant" about reducing Its 
staff, a company spokesman said 
last night. The head of Its man- 
power division, Avraham Bar-Tai, 
yesterday summoned the eight 
works committees to ask for their 
support, hut none was forthcoming. 
Emerging from the meeting, the 
head of the workshop workers Ell 
Ben-Menahem-- told The Post : 
"Management lost close to 5100m. 
The wage bill amounts to only 
$10m. What about the pther $90 m.? 
If I give them 300 to 400' dead bodies 
— will that solve the problem?” 

Meanwhile, management and 
McKlnsey experts are drawing up 
the company's new organisational 
chart. . 

By next week all 'overseas offices 
will come under the head of the 
commercial department, rather 
than under th; director-general 
himself, the spokesman said.

Pentagon 
plays down 
naval role 

WASHINGTON (UP IK — Although 
two U.S. allies have sent more 
warships into the Indian Ocean, the 
Pentagon said yesterday that the 
UJ3. and its allies are not assembl- 
ing a fleet to protect the vital Strait 
of Hormuz. 

The Pentagon said there have 
been quiet talks between the U.S. 
and Its allies about an emergency 
naval farce to keep the Persian Gulf 
open if serious threats develop. 

"But it would not be proper to 
conclude that the U.S. and 'its allies 
have beefed up their naval forces as 
a result of the continuing Iraq-Iran 
fighting of the last days," one of- 
ficial Bald. 

The Washington Post said the 
U.S. and major naval allies fear 
that the vital strait through which a 
third of the non- Communist world's 
oii passes could be blocked, and 
they have quietly assembled a fleet 
of at least 60 warships in the Indian 
Ocean area. 

The U.S., in response to both the 
Afghanistan and Iranian crises, has 
a 32- ship fleet in the Indian Ocean 
area. France for several years has 
maintained between 12 and 15 ships 
in the Indian Ocean. 

Defence Department officials 
said Australia recently sent an air- 
craft carrier with several accom- 
panying ships to the Indian 
Ocean, and Britain has dispatched 
several warships through the area. 

President Jimmy Carter, while 
vowing anew that the U.S. “will 
take whatever steps are 
necessary" to keep the Persian 
Gulf open, says the U.S. could ac- 
complish that mission using naval 
and air power and without ground 
troops. 

The president, during a cam- 
paign appearance In New Jersey, 
predicted that the Iran-Iraq war 
will not escalate “to any major 
degree in the near future." 

But even if It should, he said in 
answer to questions, the U.S. has 
enough naval and air power in the 
region to protect the oil lanes.

Abadan battle 
escalates; 
capitals bombed 


BASRA, Iraq. — Iran last night 
said its forces were mounting a 
counterattack against Iraqi 
troops at the embattled oil city 
of Abadan, as Iranian and Iraqi 
planes raided each other's 
capital cities. 

Both sides indicated that the 26- 
day war between them had inten- 
sified. although reporters near the 
battle front said that clashes were 
being fought as much with words as 
with fire. 

- Baghdad said Iraqi troops "are 
preparing to enter the city of 
Abadan" and were broadcasting 
“appeals to inhabitants of the city 
to surrender." But the Iraqi forces 
apparently did not move forward. 

Pressure is building up on other 
Arab states along the Persian Gulf 
to get off the fence and openly 
choose sides. 

Iranian planes hit Baghdad and 
Iraqi planes struck at several 
targets in Teheran. 


Tran Imposed rigid censorship, 
not only at home but also on the few 
foreign correspondents allowed to 
operate in the country as well. 

Iranian Prime Minister 
Mohammed All Rajal was on his 
way to New York for today’s 
special session of the UN Security 
Council on the war. 

The battle for Abadan which on 
Wednesday appeared to be Immi- 
nent, seemed yesterday to have 
faded back Into the distance. 

Iran claimed its planes, regular 
army forces and Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini's Revolu- 
tionary Guards forced Iraq's 
"aggressive Infidels" to pull 
hack 10km "from the militant, vic- 
torious city of Abadan." 

"They have now regrouped 20km 
from Abadan, afraid of attacks by 
the city’s Moslems," the radio said.

U.S. denies report of deal 
with Iran to free hostages 


CHICAGO (AP). — A local TV sta- 
tion reported yesterday that 
negotiations are under way in 
Teheran between the U.S. and Iran 
for release of the 52 American 
hostages in exchange for military 
spare parts, with a deal expected to 
be concluded in the next few days. 

A State Department spokesman, 
Jon Trattner, said in Washington 
yesterday that the report was not 
true. 

Secretary of State Edmnnd 
Muskle last night denied the UA. Is 
ready to trade military spare parts 
for Us citizens. But he said If the 
hostages are freed, economic sanc- 
tions against Iran. Including the 
embargo of spare parts, will be 
lifted. 

"If the hostages were returned 
the nanctfona-wouM automatically 
go off,” he said. 4i The effect would 
not be neutral, because It would 
enable Iran to reduce Its isolation 
and perhaps have access to parts 
that It would not otherwise have 
access to." 

WLS-TV said all the American 
hostages — who Iran says have 


been dispersed throughout the coun- 
try — had been returned to the U.S. 
embassy in Teheran for briefing on 
how the exchange would work. But 
Trattner said the U.S. does not know 
where the hostages are at the pre- 
sent time. 

The station's report also said the 
president's Jet, Air Force One, has 
been placed on standby to carry him 
to an East Coast base to meet the 
hostages upon their return. 

WLS-TV, owned and operated by 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
said that five planes with spare 
parts for American-built military 
hardware being used by Iran in its 
war against Iraq would be provided 
in exchange, according to sources in 
Washington. 

The station' reported some of the 
same Information on Wednesday 
night, and that, too, was denied by 
spokesmen at the White House, Pen- 
tagon and State Department.

The Tel Aviv District Court will 
decide tomorrow night whether to 
grant the municipality’s request 
and order the 200 striking drivers 
back to their trucks. 

The strike broke out on Wednesday 
morning after Naftall Cohen, depu- 
ty director of the sanitation depart- 
ment, issued orders to some 
drivers, and the drivers refused to 
comply. They claimed that nine 
months ago, when Cohen headed 


their works committee, he had 
betrayed them in talks over their 
demands for promotion. They alleg- 
ed he was promoted as a reward for 
his ’’good 'services to the 
municipality." 

Hie local labour council and the 
municipality’s works committee do 
not support the strike, claiming 
they could not Justify a wildcat 
strike. 

Municipality spokesman Ronnie 
Rimon accused the strikers of "run- 
ning wild and attempting to create 
anarchy In the municipality. 

"The longer the strike continues, 
the more private contractors we’ll 
hire," he added. The drivers will 
not get strike pay, the spokesman 
said. 


Linowitz to Israel, Egypt: 
Don’t show your hands now

WASHINGTON. — U.S. Middle 
East ambassador Sol Linowitz ask- 
ed Israeli and Egyptian negotiators 
not to show each other their 
ovemments’ response to the draft 
•S. memorandum of understand- 
ing on Palestinian autonomy. 

The Israeli and Egyptian 
documents instead were simply 
presented to the U.S. during 
Llnowitz’s discussion this week with 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hass an All. 

Linowitz and other U.S. officials 
believe that any direct exchange of 
such documents between Cairo and 
Jerusalem would have merely 
stiffened their ' respective 
negotiating stances. They believe It 
would be more the U-ti- 

to take the Egyptian and Israeli 
papers and try to incorporate as 
much as possible into a new U.S. 
document. 

According to U.S. officials, 
Linowitz will concentrate on this 
revised U.S. working paper between 
now and November 17, the schedul- 
ed date for resuming the 
negotiations either In Israel or 
Egypt. But Linowitz is not expected 
to participate in that session; he 
will be represented by Ms deputy, 
James Leonard. 


According to reliable sources, the 
Israeli and Egyptian negotiating 
teams have a general idea of each 
other’s comments on the U.S. work- 
ing paper, although neither side 
knows exactly what was Included. 

Linowitz, as a matter of 
procedure, is said to merely Inform 
Israel and Egypt of those areas In 
each other’s positions where some 
positive movement may have oc- 
curred. 

Such a procedure, officials said, is 
designed to encourage both Israel 
and Egypt to continue to 
demonstrate “flexibility’ 1 In their 
respective bargaining positions. 

Interviewed yesterday by ABC 
TV News, Linowitz again said be 
had been pleased by the 
negotiations this week. 

For the first time, however,. 
Linowitz appeared to get involved, In^ 
domestic politics when he suggested 
that the re-election of President 
Jimmy Carter would ensure steady 
progress In the negotiations, while 
the election of Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan might 
delay it. 

“If Mr. Reagan is elected, then it 
is likely that we will want to take a 
hard look at the process and decide 
were we go from here," he said. 

. Reagan has repeatedly said that 
if elected he would support the 
Camp David peace process.

Badawi did not say where the 
1o : nt exercises will be held. but.

West airfield or the southern Red 
Sea port of Ras Sanaa. 

A squadron of 12 American Phan- 
tom F-4 fighter-bombers departed 
Cairo at the beginning of this 
month, following a three-month 
joint exercise with the Egyptian air 
force. 

Badawi said an Egyptian army 
“unit” will be sent to the U -S. in the 
near future also for joint training 
with the U.S. armed forces. He said 
the joint training was requested by 
Egypt and approved by tbe U.S. 


Luigi Longo, Italian Communist, dies

2000 firms lack traffic safety officers

TEL AVTV. — The police and tbe 
army are among 2,000 fl:.,is and 
organizations which do not comply 
with the law requiring them to have 
traffic-safety officers. 

Url Gerashov. chairman of the 
Traffic Safety Officers Association, 
stated this at a press conference 
earlier this week, wnere he an- 
nounced a new “Hand for Safety" 
campaign which hls organization 
and the Transport Ministry are In- 
itiating. 

“The police and the army may 
have their own safety officers, but 
not officers authorized by the 
Transport Ministry, ’’ he said. 
"They claim the law doesn’t apply 
to them, and the matter is still being 
debated, but meanwhile the result is 
to give private firms an excuse for 


not obeying the law. After all, they 
say, if the police don't have to, why 
should we?" 

The law requires that any 
organization with more than 20 
motor vehicles must have a trained, 
licensed traffic-safety officer paid 
by the org a niza ti on and supervised 
by the ministry. In addition to sav- 
ing lives, these officers save their j 
employers money, Gerashov sold, 
because they can advise on auto 
repairs.

Official approval needed 
for human experiments 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
Experimentation on human 
beings in Israel, or treatment In- 
volving, among other means, 
genetic engineering will require 
prior approval of the director- 
general of the Health Ministry un- 
der newly promulgated regulations. 
This was announced by Director- 
General Baruch Mo dan, and the 
ministry's legal counsel. Dr. David 
Frankel, In Jerusalem yesterday. 

Anyone bypassing the procedures 
laid down In these regulations will 
be liable to imprisonment and a 
fine. 

The new regulations come in the 
wake of a furore aroused by last 
week's revelation that an American 
doctor, Prof. Martin Cline, had been 
permitted to treat a woman suffer- 
ing from a form of anemia, beta 
thdUe8semia major, by means of 
genetic engineering at Jerusalem's 
Haddassah University Hospital last 
July. Cline had not been permitted 
to treat patients suffering from 
similar diseases with this technique 
by his home Institution, the Univer- 
sity of California In Lob Angeles. 
The woman was the first person In 
.the world to be so treated, and Cline 


had the cooperation of Prof. Ellezer 
RachmUewitx, head of H&ddaassh’s 
hematology department. 

Modan and Frankel stressed 
yesterday that the treatment had 
been performed in conformity with 
existing regulations requiring only 
the approval of the "Helsinki Com- 
mittee" of the Institution involved. 

(This refers to an International 
doctors' conference In Finland In 
1964 where a code covering such ex- 
perimentation was drawn up.) 

: To Implement the new regulations, 
Modan is now In the process of set- 
ting up a supreme national 
"Helsinki Cbmmlttee" consisting of 
four scientists, a jurist, a rabbi, and 
a "public figure" to guide Mm con- 
cerning the problem of experimen- 
tation on humans. 

Another regulation announced 
yesterday requires a public 
hospital, whether or not it is on du- 
ty. to examine any person coming to 
its emergency ward and provide 
any necessary emergency treat- 
ment available, Including 
hospitalization. Heretofore, 
hospitals not on duty only had to ex- 
amine people coming to their 
emergency wards and not treat 
them.

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Eitan requests ace pilot 
to remain in Air Force

One of the country's leading 
fighter pilots — who was asked a 
year ago to resign from the Air 
Force — Is now being asked to re- 
main on active service. 

The pilot fa Tat-Aluf Ran Pecker 
fRonen), 44. once considered a 
leading candidate to command the 
Air Force. Prime Minister and 
Defence Minister Menahem Begin 
has agreed to the request by Chief 
of Staff Rafael that Pecker 6ie 

asked to stay In uniform. 

Pecker's resignation was sought 
by former Defence Minister Ezer 
Welzman. At that time the military 
advocate-general had recommend- 
ed that Pecker not be promoted to 
■deputy Air Force chief because of 
reports about his role In the alleged 
murder of a Jordanian prisoner of 
war in 1967. 

Pecker is due to leave the army 
on Sunday, and has not replied to 
Eltan's request. In the meantime, 
Pecker has taken positions 
representing a Swiss-based elec- 
tronics firm and the U.S. Lockheed 
concern. 

In the paat year Pecker baa voic- 
ed criticism of Aluf David Ivri. the 
current O.C. Air Force, and 
observers yesterday predicted dif- 
ficulty if the two men both bold, 
senior positions In the Air Force. 


Ivri, If he completes his five-year 
term, Ls due to end his service In Oc- 
tober 1982. 

Also over the past year. Pecker 
has disagreed with other senior Air 
Force personnel, many of whom 
had openly supported Welzman's 
decision to request Pecker's 
resignation. 

Eltan’s call for Pecker to stay 
was explained yesterday as "simp- 
ly because the chief of staff con- 
siders him one of the best officers 
the army has." 

Eitan has always supported 
Pecker in his attempts to clear Ms 
name. The original charges of kill- 
ing a prisoner were made In an 
anonymous letter to the Defence 
Ministry by an Air Force colleague. 
An official board of Inquiry found 
no basis for the allegation. Eitan 
reportedly Informed Begin that of- 
ficers of Pecker's stature are rare 
and that he should not be lost to the 
IDF. 

It Is unclear what position Pecker 
would hold If he were to remain la 
uniform, but it la almost certain 
that he will not be Involved in the 
operational side of the Air Force, 
considering the relations between 
Mm and his colleagues. It la almost 
certain that Eitan sees Pecker aa a 
leading candidate to eventually 
take over the command from Ivri. 


Banks bouncing 
fewer cheques 

Post Economic Reporter 
The percentage of cheques 
returned by banka fell from eight to 
six per cent during the second 
quarter of the year as compared 
with the first, according to figures 
published by tbe Examiner of 
Banka of the Bank of Israel. 

The percentage of promissory 
notes, debit transfers and cheques 
returned during June was tbe 
lowest in years, at 3.2 per cent. 

This drop marks a continuing 
downward trend and la attributed 
partly to precautionary measure* 
taken by banks, In particular, cir- 
culation of black-listed, unreliable 
account holders. 

. Banks return cheques not only for 
lack of money In the account. Illegi- 
ble handwriting Is another frequent 
reason.

TEL AVIV. — The heads of several 
local councils yesterday defended 
their allocation of Interior Ministry 
funds to Institutions outside their 
jurisdiction. 

They maintained that everybody 
did it, that it was designed to sup- 
port Institutions which may lack 
funds to survive and that it was Im- 
portant to win the ministry favour. 

The commentary on Interior 
Ministry funds took place as the 
Council of the Union of Local 
Authorities described their 
monetary problems to Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvltz. The 
Treasury has offered IS2b. to cover 
tbe local authorities' rising costs, 
but the councilmen want IS2.6b. to 
IS2.7b. 

The council's chairman, Holon 
Mayor Pin has Eylon, threatened 
action unless the funds are granted. 
But Hurvltz challenged the council 
heads to call a strike. 

"Go ahead," Hurvltz said. "Br- 
ing down the government — and 
that may not be a bad Idea." 
However, Hurvltz Insisted the 
government will not underwrite the 
expenses of Inefficient local coun- 
cils. 

Referring to the interior Ministry 
funds, Ya'acov Vismonaky 


(Labour) of Givat Sbmuel said: 
"We appear foolish when we blame 
the ministry (for ordering the 
payments) and claim that we were 
not aware of what was going on." 

Tiberias Mayor Ylgal Blbi 
challenged his colleagues to say 
they were not aware of the 
allocations received for transfer. 
"If there la an efficient and orderly 
ministry — it's the ministry of in- 
terior," he declared. 

The head of Menahemiya'a local 
council. Benny Shlita (Likud), was 
"proud" of having extended aid to 
the kibbutz Lohamel Hageta'ot 
museum which is devoted to the 
struggle against the Nazis, and to 
the "Mlgdal-Or" institution in 
Mlgdal Ha'emek which is doing 
“holy work.”

Rafl Swlaaa, of Maskeret Batia, 
confirmed he had funnelled Interior 
Ministry funds but said he had done 
so to win the officials' favour. 

"None of us can do a thing 
without their permission. We can't 
build. We oan't demolish without 
- their consent," he said.

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France, China in accord after 
talks on Mideast and Asia 


PEKING l Reuter l. — Agreement 
between Prance and China on Mid- 
dle East and Asian problems was 
apparent yesterday after President 

Valery Giscard d'Eat&lng'a talks 
with Chinese leaders on the second 
day of his state visit. 

Giscard had four hours of dis- 
cussions on international affairs 
with Communist Party Chairman 
Huft Guofeng. 

The French leader's spokesman 
said afterwards that Giscard had 
the impression he was dealing with 
a man of real authority, realistic, 
lucid and very pragmatic. 

On the Arab-Iaraeli conflict, the 
two leaders had much the same ap- 
proach. although there were 
differences of emphasis. French of- 
ficials noted that the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization's Peking 
office has diplomatic status, unlike 
the PLO's Paris representatives. 

On Kampuchea, the two 


governments both wanted foreign 
troops to be withdrawn, and sup- 
ported self-determination for the 
Kampuchean people. 

Chinese views on Afghanistan 
were very close to those of the 
western powers, and both China 
and France wanted Soviet troops 
withdrawn and self-determination 
for the Afghan people. 

French officials said their 
government believed that as a 
member of the UN Security Coun- 
cil, China could play a constructive 
role in solving such problems, even 
If the Chinese were reluctant to 
take Initiatives of their own. 

They also detected a positive 
Chinese' reaction to Gisc aid’s ideas 
set out In a banquet speech on 
Wednesday night for developing 
new centres of power and influence 
in the world to reduce the danger of 
confrontation between the Soviet 
and American blocs.

New tremors hit Algeria quake zone 


AL AS NAM, Algeria (AP). — Three 
sharp tremors shook the Al Asnam 
area early yesterday six days after 
the city was devastated by an 
earthquake feared to have killed 
more than 10,000 Inhabitants. 

Official sources said more t*um 
6,000 bodies had been recovered 
from the ruins of the city by 
Wednesday evening. 

Rescue officials said the new 
tremors caused no further damage 
or casualties, but increased the 
danger to rescuers still tunnelling 
Into the debris in search of possible 
survivors. 

The rescue headquarters, under 


military command since Wednes- 
day, ordered al] roaming cats and 
dogs shot to prevent disease. 

The French and Swiss avalanche

'Spies for Israel’ on trial in N. Yemen 


CAIRO CUPI). — The Supreme 
State Security Court in North 
Yemen has begun the trial of. a 
group of Yemeni and American 
Jews on charges of spying for 
Israel, the Middle East News Agen- 
cy said on Wednesday. 

Reporting from Sanaa, the agen- 


cy said the spying network was 
smashed earlier this year and its 
members arrested. “Documents 
showing their connection with the 
Israeli intelligence service were 
seized as well as advanced com- 
munication equipment,” the agen- 
cy said. 


FORT COLLINS. Colorado (AP) . — 
A Libyan graduate student serious- 
ly wounded by two gunshots to the 
head was the apparent target of a 
politically motivated assassination 
attempt, police said on Wednesday. 

A State Department spokesman 
said the student was known as an 
opponent of the present Libyan 
government. Several Libyan ex- 
patriates have been assassinated In 
Europe, the spokesman said, but no 
similar cases had been reported in 
the U.S. 

The victim, identified as Faisal 
Zagalial, 35, a sociology student at 
Colorado State University, was 
listed in serious but stable condi- 
tion. 

Fort Collins Police Chief Ralph 
Smith said Zagalial was shot by a 
middle-aged American who came to 
his house about 7:30 pan. Tuesday 


on the pretext of Interviewing him 
for a job. Smith said the Interview 
bad been set up in advance, so 
Zagalial was not suspicious of the 
roan. 

“We strongly suspect political 
motives,” the chief a&ld. “Zagalial 
had no enemies here. There is 
nothing but his previous political ac- 
tivities to cause something like 
this.” 

Smith said Zagalial. who had been 
In the U.S. for 10 years, was an op- 
ponent of the Libyan regime of Col. 
Muammer Gaddafi and had told 
police he feared for his life because 
of his political views. 

“He was issued a concealed 
weapons permit some time ago,” 
Smith said. “He said he was on a hit 
list.’’ 

“We do not know where the 
assailant came from or where he 


went, but it looks like he was here 
for just one purpose — to eliminate 
Zagalial, *’ said Smith, who reported 
that the FBI would join -the In- 
vestigation . 

Earlier this year, authorities in 
Europe reported the assassination- 
style killings of at least six Libyan 
expatriates. 

The killings in Rome, London and 
Bonn raised concern about a possi- 
ble campaign by Libya to harass 
and kill political opponents living 
abroad.

BATU PAHAT, Malaysia (Rep ter). 
— Malaysian police yesterday shot 
dead eight knife-wielding Moslem 
extremists who attacked a police 
station at Batu Pahat, a small town 
about 200 kilometres south of Kuala 
Lumpur, police said. 

Police opened fire when a group 
of about 20 men, dressed in white 
and armed with long knives, burst 
into the station, slashing more than 
20 people inside. 

Six of the attackers were shot 
dead in the melee. Two more 
members of the group were killed 
several hours later at a house about 
10 kms. away. 


Most of those Injured were police. 
Eleven were seriously hurt, accor- 
ding to hospital sources. 

Batu Pahat was tense after the 
shootings, but shops remained 
open. Roadblocks were set up on all 
roads leading to the town. 

Although the reason for the at- 
tack was not known, police said it 
could be related to an article In a 
Malay newspaper earlier this 
month. 

The article quoted a local 
religious chief as saying that two 
Kampuchean Moslems who had 
settled In the district had been 
spreading false religious teachings. 
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GENEVA fCJPI) . — Negotiators far 
the U.S. and Soviet Union gathered 
yesterday for their first talk* on 
limiting nuclear weapons since the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 10 
months ago. 

Officials from both major powers 
emphasized, however, that the new 
round of negotiations Is ex- 
ploratory and should be regarded 
as “talks about talks." 

Expected to last several weeks, 
the talks aim at defining the scope 
of later substantive negotiations on 
limiting long-range nuclear forces 
in Europe — missiles and possibly 
aircraft as wen. 

If agreement can be reached on 
which weapons are negotiable, the 
actual basic bargaining would take 
place only within the framework of 
the third round of Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT HI).

Early in 
September, as the president was 
saying Ayatollah Khomeini’s latest 
statement gave him hopes of "a 
resolution" of the host&ge crisis, 
the secretary of state was saying he 
still saw no end in sight. 

And this month, the president, in 
rhetoric designed to suit his newly 
aggressive posture on the cam- 
paign trail, was declaring that he 
would take ’’whatever steps 
necessary" to maintain the flow of 
oil through the Strait of Hormuz. At 
the UN in New York, Muskle was 
felling a news conference that there 
appeared to be no Immediate threat 


to free passage through the Strait. 

ALL THESE Incidents emphasize 
that Brzezinski, whose "cold 
warrior" attitudes have held even 
more sway with the president since 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
has effectively managed to deflect 
Muskie’s moderating influence In 
U.S. foreign policy. The National 
Security Adviser, far the-most con- 
troversial figure around the presi- 
dent. has been lying low for some 
time, making few public 
appearances and giving no inter- 
views.

At the State Planning Commis- 
sion Polyclinic, 18 patients with a 
variety of muscular and nervous in- 
flammations were treated during a 
one-month period, from June 16 to 
July 14. All successfully.

Jabotinsky 


In his Story of the Je Irish Legion 
in World War /, Jabotlnsky recalls 
that during the campaign In Trans- 
jordan a Bedu, caught stealing am- 
munition. had his ass confiscated. 
.“The men. though dead tired, 
decided to give it a name. ..There 
were more than 50 men named 
Cohen in the battalion and...thelr 
Initials exhausted alt the letters of 
the alphabet except X. The ass was 
consequently named Cohen X...The 
Bedu demanded a receipt for the 
confiscated animal... At one stage In 
my life I studied law...and that Is 
enough to upset & man's balance for 
the rest of his days: I gave him a 
receipt. He put it away carefully 
and took it along to the depot at 
Jericho, and for weeks afterwards 
letters went back and forth between 
G.H.Q. and our battalion relating to 
Cohen X.” 

Who ever recalls that Jabotlnsky 
had had a legal education? It Is 
common knowledge that he knew a 
number of languages. How many 
people know that in addition to the 
seven of which he had complete 
command — Russian. Italian. 
French. German. Hebrew, English 
and Yiddish — he had a reasonably 
adequate knowledge of at least 20 
more, including nearly all the 
remaining European tongues. He 
took a profound Interest in 
language, and had a- most rare 


YOU MOVE YOUR GAZE, and you 
discover Jabotlnsky the classical 
translator — a giant in the realm of 
poetry. He translated Bialik Into 
Russian (and It was said that the 
translation excelled the original). 
He translated Edgar Allan Poe into 
Russian, and his The Raven es- 
tablished him as a Russian poet. He 
translated Poe into Hebrew.' His 
Annabel Lee, set to music, la 
sometimes heardftra our radio. It Is 
Ingenious — and beautiful. Into 
Hebrew be also translated The Uub- 
bnjint of Omar Khayam (from 
Fitzgerald's English rendering) 
and it is a Hebrew gem. He found 
time to translate only about one- 
third of Dante’s Inferno — and his 
translation has been described as 
probably unequalled In world 
literature. 

His studies in Hebrew gave im- 
petus and shape to the language in 
the formative years of its rebirth. 
He was one of the first (If not the 
first) to write Hebrew poetry with 
the Sephardi mUra accentuation. 
He gave the early HaUmah theatre 
players lessons in Hebrew diction 
(and published a booklet on Hebrew 
pronunciation). He preached the 
need for writing Hebrew In Latin 
characters. He studied Maltese In 
order to help him evolve a system; 
and he often used It in his Hebrew 
letters to his son.

THE THESIS has been bruited 
about in the wake of the new Middle 
East realities created by the Iran- 
Iraq war that this may not be a bad 
time to settle scores with the 
-Syrians and the Jordanians. Their 
basic argument Is that Israel. If it is 
to survive, must be able to take ad- 
vantage of any Arab weakness, and 
that the traql-Iranlan conflict, with 
its pan-Arab ramifications, 
presents such an opportunity. 

One could dismiss such talk os 
irresponsible sabre-rattling that 
does not represent settled govern- 
ment policy. But there is a danger 
that someone might start listening 
to the message, if it la repeated 
often enough. 

The arguments for action range 
from the simplistic to the 
sophisticated. But the underlying 
premise is the same: Jordan and 
Syria being involved, actively or 
passively, and on both sides of the 
fence, la the Iraqi-Iranian conflict, 
they would be less ready to deal 
with Israel than In times of Arab uni- 
ty. If it is assumed, as it is. that 
both these countries will, at the time 
of their choosing, try to go to war 
against Israel anyway, it would be 
only prudent to nip their plans in the 
bud, and at least conduct the war 
under conditions favourable to 
Israel.

Talk of pre-emptive action, however informal, is 
irresponsible and irrational, writes The Post's 
Military Correspondent- HIRSH GOODMAN. 


propositions becomes Increasingly 
sophisticated when it Is embellished 
with the Jargon of strategy, and 
placed in the context of the regional 
balance of power. And by far the 
most plausible argument heard was 
based on the assumption that 
economically, Israel will be unable 
to keep pace Indefinitely with the 
huge arms purchases In the Arab 
world, without becoming totally 
enslaved to the U.S. and/or creating 
insoluble social problems at home. 


Not only are petrodollars 
limitless, these people argue, but 
the willingness of the East and the 
West to sell the best and most ad- 
vanced weapons available to the 
Arabs la boundless. What better ex- 


ample than the uranium being, 
supplied to Iraq? Moreover, such 
political treads as the recently sign- 
ed Syrian-Soviet friendship pact 
make ultimate Arab superiority a 
virtual certainty. 

Thus, the argument continues, it 
would be wise for Israel now to 
launch a pre-emptive strike which 
would destroy as much aa possible 
of the Infrastructure building up in 
the main confrontation states and 
thus retard their war-making 
capability. Not only would this give 
Israel a few years* breathing-space 
until the current balance is 
restored, but would also provide, a 
hostility-free atmosphere in which 
the peace process could be widened. 
Since Israel would be negotiating 
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from a position of strength, the 
peace terms would be more 
favourable. 


THE LIMITED perspective of the 
advocates of pre-emptive action is 
astounding. Not only is there ample 
historical evidence to refute each 
argument, but there are blatant 
contradictions In their logic. 

From a historical point of view, 
the Six Day War of 1967 could hard- 
ly have been more successful as 
wars go. Israel’s multi-pronged pre- 
emptive strike did so much destruc- 
tion, to Egypt's armed forces that 
experts calculated that it would 
take a decade for them to be rebuilt 
to their old levels. Lightning tactics 
against Jordan and Syria, when 
those two countries entered the con- 
flict played havoc with their ar- 
mies. But it was only a few months 
before Israel was involved in a 
debilitating war of attrition on the 
Egyptian front, and no more than 
six years before the combined Arab 
armies launched a surprise attack 
on Israel, achieving important 
political and military gains. So 
much for the ability to curb Arab 
armed might significantly through 
war. 

Besides, war, no matter how 
successful, means losses to Israel 
extending far beyond precious lives. 
And one wonders how, given the 
country's current economic situa- 
tion and state of morale, these are to 
be replaced without further 
m ortgaging our independence to the 
Americans (assuming that the U.S. 
would be willing to replace losses 
sustained in a conflict it would op- 
pose!. 

And would not a war, even a 
limited and successful war, further 
undermine Israel's tottering 
economy? Thousands of reservists 
called away from their jobs; ex- 
ports stalled; morale affected; Im- 
migration stymied; emigration en- 
couraged; armour and munitions 
expended. And to what end? 


BASIC military studies teach that 
war is an extention of policy by 
other than diplomatic means. What 
would the political goal of such a 
conflict be? Tto undermine further 
our relations with the U.S. and 
Western Europe? To put an end to 
the shaky but nevertheless con- 
tinuing peace process with Egypt? 

To divert the Arabs from fighting 
one another, and provide the ce- 
ment they lack for cohesive action 
against the common Zionist enemy? 

Talk of pre-emptive action, 
however informal. Is as Irresponsi- 
ble as it is irrational. And the lack of 
rationality in defence thinking 
becomes alarming when there is no 
full-time defence minister with the 
authority to neutralize the ill- 
conceived and largely uninformed 
advice.

Portion of the Week: Lech Lecha, 
Genesis 1 1.33-17.27. 


The verse discussed Is 12.6. 


ISAAC WAS the first of the 
patriarchs to apply himself to 
agricultural pursuits, at least ac- 
cording to the traditional biblical 
commentators. Abraham, or 
Abram as he Is still called, whose 
history, as that of the Jewish peo- 
ple, begins with this week's portion. 
Is not only essentially — but wholly 
— a nomad, wandering from place 
to place. The portion Is replete with 
references to his flocks and herds, 
and his standard dwelling Is a tent.' 

As a result of Pharaoh's passion 
for Sarah he Is given “sheep and 
oxen and asses'* (12.16! and when 
Abram returns to the Negev, he is 
“very rich in cattle" (v.27l and a 
quarrel takes place between the 
herdsmen of Abram and those of his 
nephew Lot. In this context comes 
the only verse In the portion in 
which it is stated that Abraham, in- 
stead of wandering "dwelt" H3.I8) 
Rashi, (not in his commentary in 
lur. but, strangely enougH on 
Leviticus 12,4) maintains that in 
this verse the word vaye.ifiev Is to 
be regarded not as meaning "he 
dwelt," but "he was detained." 

In that verso, as it happens, oc- 
curs the only possible reference to 
flora In the whole portion — n„t 
counting the reference to what 
Abraham's flocks ate — the 


"substance that they had 
gathered" in Haran. The place 
where he "dwelt," or "was 
detained,** as the case may be, was 
Eilon Moreh. a place which became 
a cause celebre this year when the 
Supreme Court ruled the settlement 
there to be dismantled and moved. 
Tt was named because of the verse 
"And Abram passed through the 
land, unto the place of Shechem, 
unto Eilon Moreh.” Just as Kiryat 
Arba was an alternative name for 
Hebron (Genesis 23.7), so Ellon 
Moreh was selected as the name for 
the settlement near Shechem for 
which it also was an alternative 
name. 

Buf what does Eilon Moreh 
mean? . 

The translation of the Jewish 
Publication Society of America 
regards Eilon as meaning a certain 
tree, as allon Is an oak and eUxh a 
tamarisk, and renders, it "the 
terebinth of Moreh.*' Since moreh 
means a teacher, the suggestion is 
put forward that it was a tree that 
served as an oracle. 

Both the Targuma, however, 
eny that the eilon is a free and con- 
sistently render the word "a plain." 
This has been adopted In the King 
James Version, the “Authorized” 
English translation of the Bible. Ibn 
hzra gives both renderings.

Once again I find 
myself wondering why the capacity 
to produce funny shows like this 
seems to have disappeared from 
the land, like the dew and the rain 
from Mount GUboa, after David 
pronounced his curse on the site, tor 
being the locale of the slaying of 
Saul and Jonathan. This always 
seemed to me to be a rather harsh 
punishment on the inanimate earth, 
which, after all, was not responsi- 
ble for the Philistine triumph. 

But whether Mount Gllboa should 
or should not have .been cursed la 
another matter : the point at Issue is 
why we are not producing any more 
funny shows of the calibre of LooL 
Why does the Joy seem to have 
gone out of us —.at any rate as 
regards the production of films for 
television? What has happened in 
the last decade?

True, we have undergone such 
traumatic experiences as the Yom 
Klppur War, and the Labour scan- 
dais, and the election of the Likud to 
office, and the peace with Egypt, 
and the infla tion, and th e soa ring 
power of the Arabs. Bu£ I do hot 
believe that these events, 
catastrophic though some of them 
were, were bad enough to warrant 
the ouster of laughter from our 
screens. In real life, I often see 


Israelis laughing, in swimming 
pools and on beaches and in private 
homes and even In the streets. It is 
only television that gives the im- 
pression that we have forgotten the 
art of laughing at ourselves and 
making light entertainment out of 
our troubles. 

One significant change has been 
the departure of Uri Zohar from the 
field of entertainment for the 
presumably more fertile pastures 
of religious study. I am the last per- 
son in the ' world to breathe the 
slightest word of criticism of the 
Orthodox community in Israel; yet 
I must murmur a muted complaint 
against whoever guided Uri Zahar 
to the true faith. So many sages can 
contribute so much to a more 
profound understanding of the law, 
so few can make laugh: surely one 
man with the wit and energy to be 
funny could have been spared? 
Robert Browning lamented the lost 
leader who had left the ranks of the 
rebels "for a handful of silver...a ri- 
band to stick in his coat”: we must 
deplore our abandonment by Uri 
for a kippci to stick on his head, tsit- 
sis to sport under his jacket. Ah, 


KOLBOTEK excelled Itself this 
week, adopting a new and dramatic 
approach to the national problem of 
how to conserve electricity. Thi^ 
was a departure from the usual 
practice of punishing those who Ill- 
treat consumers; here It was the 
consumers who were in the pillory. 
Danny Pe'er proved very effective- 
ly that less electricity Is used when 
the lights are switched off. Some 
people may think that this is fairly 
obvious, without going through the 
elaborate performance of Danny 
appealing to the entire nation to 
jump up out of their arm chairs and 
to switch off all their electricity ex- 
cept their television sets. As we saw 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv going 
through black-out practices — 
proof. Incidentally, of how many 
people were watching the show — 
consumption of electricity dropped 
by close to ten per cent. This is a lot 
of megawatts to save merely by 
switching off lights. 

There were numerous other tips 
on how to cut down those appalling 
electricity bills. Make sure that the 
refrigerator is really closed and 
does not admit air. If you rely on 
electricity tor your hot water, only 
put it on for an hour or two, and put 
the thermostat down to SO. Where Is 
it written that you must be boiled in 
the shower Uke a lobster? 

What was particularly good in the 
way Danny handled tbe 
programme was that he never urg- 
ed us to give up our wicked ways 
and our precious electrical 
appliances, acquired through mak- 
ing such great sacrifices, advice 
that we would have resented and 
resisted, like advertisements on 
television or radio. All he did was to 
plead with us to be sensible and to 
apply some thought to the problem 
of wastage of power. After all. It is 
not really so much of an effort for 




EVERY SUMMER a wonderful 
open-air Festival of Free Theatre 
and Music is declared in New York 
— for the people, and frequently by 
the people. 

People's art flourishes despite 
the falling dollar and rising infla- 
tion. The economics of it do not 
really matter. It is more a question 
of spirit — the will of the artistic 
community and those who subsidize 
it to reach out to the masses. 

Subsidies for free art are seen by 
New Yorkers not as a form of 
cultural sideshow or tourist attrac- 
tion, but as an essential part of the 
city's life blood and recipe tor sur- 
vival. 

In fact, the paaqlonate belief in 
this has led to an extraordinary 
argument in which a ¥228,090 sub- 
sidy for a free Shakespeare produc- 
tion in Central Park was actually 
turned down because the money 
wasn’t offered by the city Itself. The 
man who refused the subsidy — and 
perhaps the only figure In sub- 
sidized theatre with the prestige 
and plg-headednesa to do so — was 
Joseph Papp. 

Papp is a controversial and quite, 
legendary theatre producer. The 
seven small theatres within his 
Public Theatre in Greenwich have 
consistently produced some of the 
best new playwrights and directors 
in America. 

However, the city and federal 
subsidies for his productions, in- 
cluding his annual free 
Shakespeare in tbe park, amount to 
only 10 per cent of his budget. Each 
year, several million dollars more 
are provided by special grants from

foundations. Industry, the wealthy 
wives of even wealthier husbands, 
and the profits from Papp 'a com- 
mercial successes such as A Chorus 
Line, which began life at his public 
theatre. 


NOW, with profits from A Chorus 
Line beginning to dwindle in the 
■ context of rising costs and Inflation, 
Papp's theatres, like so many 
others, face an uncertain future and 
production cuts. Why, then, did he 
refuse the subsidy tor his free 
Shakespeare — and, to the 
bewilderment of" many, cancel the 
production? 

It wasn't as if the finance had 
been offered by a stage-struck 
mafioso or by an ancient 
millionairess with acting am- 
bitions. The ¥223,000 was offered by 
a respectable non-government 
group, the Summer Arts Fund, 
which In turn helped to finance the 
summer programme of the 
Metropolitan Opera and the New 
York PMlharmonic (who were glad 
of the help). 

The fund was set up on behalf of 
New York Mayor Edward Koch by 
the City Commissioner of Cultural 
Affairs, Henry Geldzahler. Geld- 
zahler's function was specifically to 
ball out institutions like Papp’s, us- 
ing funds mainly from private and 
foundation sources to make up the 
difference caused by inflation and 
cuts In the city’s arts programme. 


When Koch was forced to cut 
back on subsidies, not only to 
Papp's theatres but to many other 
organizations, Papp reluctantly 
accepted the position. The city was, 
and still is, in deep financial trou- 
ble. 

But In the how] of protests that 
followed the cuts, Koch restored the 
grants to some and even increased 
them to others — with the notable 
exception of his friend Papp, who 
felt betrayed. 


PAPP'S REFUSAL to be helped by 
the Summer Arts Fund goes to the 
core of how arts subsidies should be 
managed. He argues that the arts 
should not be rescued periodically 
by ad hoc organizations (which 
may or may not be around next 
year). Government, has a respon- 
sibility to support the arts on a per- 
manent basis — regardless of infla- 
tion. 

Free Shakespeare has been part 
of the city’a cultural life tor years, 
and Papp'a critics claim his stub- 
bornness has deprived about 100,000 
people of seeing it this year. 

Maybe, but without Papp’a In- 
transigence and ego there wouldn’t 
have been free Shakespeare In the 
first place. 

In a famous case 20 years ago, op- 
posed by an uncooperative govern- 
ment, he took his pet cause of free 
Shakespeare to the State Supreme 
Court, and won. 

And now he may have ensured its 
permanent survival, for Koch has 
been forced to think again about his 
arts policy.

He preferred 
keeping the road open for the a liya 
from Yemen to fighting to assert 
the right of the Jews to get to the 
Western Wall. Sometimes he was 
unrealistic, as when he thought that 
millions of Jews would immigrate 
voluntarily from the West. But all 
these things we knew already. No 
analysis was attempted to explain 
that this was the one prime 
minister who gave the country ex- 
actly the leadership it wanted. 
After he resigned, and handed the 
post over to Levi Eshkol, and then 
tried to fight his way back — that 
was a different story. No effort was 
made to explain what went w rong 
with him In the end. 

The subject Is so fascinating, es- 
pecially In the light of the obvious 
national need for such a leader In 
these perilous times, that perhaps It 
Is worth doing another and better 
constructed programme.

Interviewed Moshe Dayan about 
David Ben-Gurion, and I had been 
looking forward to what should 
have been a very interesting balf- 
hour. Tevet has written books about 
both Ben-Gurion and Dayan, «md 
Dayan tor many years appeared to 
be the logical heir of the Old Man. 
Quite apart from this, Dayan Is 
always an original thinker, who 
avoids cliches, and has a capacity 
to express himself clearly and con- 
cisely, particularly in Hebrew. 

For some reason the Interview 
failed to come up to expectations. I 
think that Tevet talked too much:

It Is true that the programme" la 
called Meeting for Two, so Tevet 
may have had good grounds for ac- 
ting as if he had an equal right to 
the limelight. I can only aay that I 
do not interpret the aim of the 
programme in this way: I wanted 
to hear Moshe Dayan on Israel's 
greatest man. 


EVEN I cannot complain about the 
coverage of the Volvo Grand Prix 
Tennis Tournament: we were given 
almost as much tennis as the most 
ardent addict of the game could 
desire.

But I'm hereby In- 
viting the U.S. immigration 
authorities to require a Good Con- 
duct clearance of everybody who 
wants to come here, and we’ll be 
pleased to provide all the informa- 
tion we have about every Israeli." 


WHEN REQUIRED, the Israelis' 
dossiers are furnished promptly. In 
the celebrated Reubens murder 
case, for example, the Los Angeles 
Police Department asked Bochner 
for the fingerprints, mug shots and 
previous convictions of Joseph 
Zac hard ah, Yehuda A vital and Ell 
Oomarchero, who were the chief 
suspects.

The UAE, for example, on 
Wednesday Increased Its exports to 
Prance by SO .000 barrels to 210,000 a 
day. 

Until the Gulf war, OPEC had 
been inching towards a unified pric- 
ing structure espoused by the Saudi 
OU Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zakl 
Yamanf.. 

The analysts, said Saudi Arabia, 
which Increased its output from the 
recent high level of 6.5 million 
barrels a day. could be seeking to 
re-establish Its dominant position In 
OPEC. 

Gulf oil analysts have said that a 
real danger of a price explosion and 
shortages exists because of the cut 
in Iranian and Iraqi exports. 

They believe oil-consuming 
nations are too complacent and 
should Introduce emergency oil 
conservation measures to avoid a 
crisis If the export cutoff is 
longterm and if the northern 
hemisphere has a severe winter.

U.S. prices. But because of its 
dependence on the more expensive 
spot market, Israel's imports may 
reach that 20 per cent average price 
— even for the lower quality crude. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment. Israel would pay fbr Its oil at 
a "replacement cost" to U.S. con- 
sumers. The agreement does not 
provide any free oil for Israel, and 
because of this "replacement cost" 
provision, there Is little financial in- 
centive for Israel to trigger the 
memorandum. Israel did not seek a 
concessionary break as far as cost 
is concerned. 

The major incentive for trigger- 
ing the memorandum is the 
reliability of U.S. oil supplies, as 
compared to the sporadic nature of 
the spot market. 

U.S. officials noted that if Israel 
does activate the memorandum un- 
der the recently negotiated terms, 
the U.S. would most likely sell 
Israel Alaskan oil, which has about 
the same crude quality as Sinai oil. 
Israeli refineries could easily ab- 
sorb the Alaskan crude.

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Who needs a Golan bill? 


FRESH FROM her triumphant wrecking expedition on 
Jerusalem, the Tehiya Party’s irrepressible Geula Cohen has 
now, as promised, turned her attention to the Golan Heights. 

During the last Knesset session she secured, by law, the unity 
of the historic capital under Israel's rule, at the small initial cost 
of getting all the foreign embassies out of Jerusalem. Now MK 
Cohen is asking the newly reconvened Knesset to extend Israel's 
law to the occupied Golan Heights — meaning to formally annex 
the area. 

If she succeeds again, aided as before by a wall-to-wall coal! 
tion of reckless "hawks" and pusillanimous "doves”, the 
damage Is liable to be far vaster even than in the case of 
Jerusalem. 

That this country must hold on to the strategic Golan Heights 
in any future peace settlement has been a matter of national 
consensus ever since the Six Day War. But keeping the area has 
not necessarily implied retaining the 1967, or for that matter the 
1973, cease-fire lines. In subscribing to Resolution 242 Israel un- 
dertook not to draw a new "secure” border on its own, but to 
negotiate it. 

It was, however, understood that in any such negotiation 
Israel would insist on Syria being barred from returning to its 
pre-1967 Golan Heights war-base overlooking, and threatening, 
all of northern Israel; and on Israel being conceded a legitimate 
presence in the area. 

If Israel’s claims have not so far been put to the test of 
diplomacy it is because of Syria's policy. Syria has not even 
been willing to invoke Israel’s consent to a complete withdrawal 
from Sinai as a model for an arrangement in the north. Syrian 
ambitions clearly are not confined to the recovery of the Golan 
Heights, nor to the satisfaction of Palestinian “rights.” 

This has been one important reason for the popularity which 
the idea of annexing the Golan Heights has been 'enjoying 
among the Israeli public. According to a recent poll more than 
70 per cert of respondents approved of it. So did 70 Knesset 
Members in the last session. 

Another reason has been the fact that the area now boasts a 
fine network of Jewish settlements, both rural and urban. At 
least some of these would have to be relocated under any peace 
agreement, and the prospect naturally enough does not greatly 
appeal to the settlers and to their numerous political friends In 
all major political parties. 

Moreover, a well-heeled lobby has credibly portrayed the 
Golan settlements as essential components in the country’s 
spatial defence" against the threat, real or imagined, of grow- 
ing Arab rejectionist strength on the eastern (or rather north- 
eastern) front. To counter that threat, it has been argued, out- 
right annexation of the Heighta is imperative. 

Most recently still another argument has been added to the 
lobby’s arsenal. Syria's military pact with the Soviets, which 
may in fact have been partly designed to discourage such action 
by Israel, is said to call for exactly that sort of "appropriate 
response"; just as the Jerusalem Law was presented earlier 
this year as the "appropriate response” to the Egyptian 
parliament’s resolution on East Jerusalem ag an Arab city. 

There seems however to be a goodly number of Knesset 
Members, basically sympathetic to the annexation idea, 
who are having second thoughts on the matter. For it has dawn- 
ed on them that just as the Jerusalem Law provided no solution 
to the problem of Jerusalem, so a Golan Heights Act will not 
offer any solution to the problem of the Golan Heighta. 

These legislators may have realized (or should realize, if they 
haven't yet) that rather than help block Syria’s warlike designs, 
the passage of the proposed annexation bill will only help con- 
demn Israel as a roadblock to peace; will force the U.S. to dis- 
sociate itself In stronger terms than ever before from the unlaw- 
ful seizure of an area that is not even part of “historic Eretz 
Yisrael"; will give a vigorous new impetus to the efforts of the 
Europeans, and of far worse friends of Israel, to completely 
divest this country of its gains in the Six Day War. 

The man-ln-the-strefit, who would otherwise enthusiastically 
support the bill, does not tend to give much thought to such con- 
siderations. To defeat the bill, cooperation from responsible 
political quarters is therefore essential. Such cooperation is not 
being assured by the Likud’s (or rather Mr. Be gin's) "hands- 
off" tactic, which In effect means support, as it did ■ on 
Jerusalem, nor by Labour's denial of sponsorship, which merely 
suggests woeful confusion.

THERE ARE no apples on Adam’s 
tree In the Garden of Eden close to 
the Shatt al-Arab waterway which 
divides warring Iran and Iraq, 
writes Reuter Reporter Jeremy 
Clift. 

The Shatt al-Arab la formed by 
the giant Tigris and Euphrates 
rivers and the spot where they meet 
is the traditional site of the Garden 
of Eden, close to the modern-day 
mud-brick market town of Quma. 
Iraq 

Today the normally bustling 
tourist spot is deserted, with 
visitors scared off by the wax. 
Soldiers in camouflage fatigues 
guard the banks of the Euphrates 
close to Quma bridge. 

The so-called "garden,” a 10 by 10 
metre concrete-paved enclosure 
containing an ageing tree said to be 
Adam's, must rank as one of the 
world's most disappointing tourist 
attractions. There is not even a 
snake in sight. 

Rusting beer cans lie In the 


shallow waters of the rush-lined 
muddy banks of the Tigris, close to 
the state-run rest house. 

Inside, a picture of Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein is framed by 
multi-coloured flashing lights as 
news from the battle-front blares 
out from the all-pervading televi- 
sion. 

Along the sides of the deep waters 
of the two great rivers which gave 
birth to early civilization, peasants 
live as they have done for centuries 
despite Iraq’s recently exploited oil 
wealth. Water buffalo feed in the 
sun-baked yards of small mud-hula 
as black-robed women carry pots 
home on their heads to prepare the 
daily meal. 

There is Uttle traffic 6n the aleak 
modern highway beading south to 
the cargo port of Basra from 
Baghdad. A single orange and white 
taxi carried a coffin draped in the 
Iraqi flag on Its roof, a soldier on his 
last journey home to the Garden of 
Eden;

UNLESS somebody gives El A1 
$80m. (at the very least) In the near 
future, it will go under. If the 
government obliges and the com- 
pany then rests on its laurels — that 
la, fails to apply ail the recommen- 
dations of McKinsey International, 
the American consultants who have 
been investigating Israel's national 
airline — it will go down anyway, 
this time taking the government's 
£80m. with it. 

A valiant effort has been made by 
both workers and management to 
reform; but that is only a begin- 
ning. Is the latest observation of 
workers’ representatives Eitan 
Roaenman and Ell Ben-Menahem, 
"We’ve done more than our share, 
now it’s the government’s turn,” to 
be taken literally? If so, the state 
should cut its losses and let El A1 
shut shop. It would be a pity to 
throw good money after bad. 

The company has operated over 
the last three decades like a govern- 
ment department or a state-owned 
monopoly, on the equivalent of a 
costs-plus basis. Its derelictions 
brought their own nemesis. Fed up 
with the problem of inflated wages, 
endless strikes, mediocre service 
ahd chronic unpunctual Lty. the 
authorities decided to open Israel's 
skies by admitting charters. 

Overnight. EH A1 was tumbled out 
of the hothouse of protection, and 
exposed to the icy winds of business 
competition. 

This new vulnerability is the core 
of the problem, not the rising cost of 
fuel. All aircraft run on fuel, 
charter services included. EvCh at 
the present prohibitive coat of 
petroleum, charters operate at a 
profit. The problem is that El Al 
cannot compete with them. People 
have not stopped travelling, 
cargoes are greater than before, 
the planes are carrying more traf- 
fic than ever. 

But the accounts do not add up. 


According to the exacting stan- 
dards of the free market into which 
the airline has been precipitated, it 
continues to be run wastefully. 

Staff has been cut, though only by 
voluntary retirements. No one has 
been fired so far. Dismissals are 
contemplated, but that is as far as 
management has got. While' all 
these measures are being con- 
sidered and debated - and 
negotiated, El A1 has plied up an ac- 
cumulated deficit of 5122m. since 
April 1978 — and that is without 
' counting new losses suffered after 
March 31 of this year.- 

It must be said to the credit of 
company chairman Buraa Shavit 
that his first balance-sheet is an 
honest one, hiding nothing. One- 
third of his 598. Sm. deficit in 1979/80 
is accounted for by commitments 
made on severance and back holi- 
day pay up to the day -of the 
balance-sheet. The operational 
deficit comes to only $60.7m.; but 
this is still three times that sustain- 
ed in 1978/79. 


EL AL can weather this storm. The 
580m. or more that it expects the 
Treasury to donate (as additional 
share capital) will not be refunded, 
nor will it earn dividends in the 
measurable future. The hope is that 
El A1 can continue to function 
without drawing on any more funds 
from the exchequer. 

In order to achieve that modest 
target, expenses must be cut to the 
bone, and it Is amazing how much 
leeway has been revealed. Fifteen 
stewards manage to do reasonably 
well in a Boeing 747 what 22 
stewards did Inadequately a year 
ago. 

El Al's representatives abroad 
must work for their living. 
McKinsey International points out 
that they failed to exploit fully the 
Jewish market in the U.S., which 
was on their doorstep. Many

The solution to the problem Il- 
lustrated In Dr. Efron's letter Is not 
to improve the treatment of Soviet 
immigrants, but rather to Improve 
the quality of life In Israel on the 
whole.

Maybe Dr. Efron has only limited 
contact with Russian immigrants, 
which might explain his naivete. I 
cannot say the same as I worked far 
years In an almost exclusively Rus- 
sian environment and live In a 
neighbourhood generously pop- 
ulated with Russian immigrants. 
The reality is not so simple: the 
Russians have the attitude that "If I 
am alive, you have to take care of 
me." which has been nurtured by a 
Communist society that did just 
that. The anti-Semitism of the 
Soviet Union is not enough to make 
them feel overjoyed in a capitalist 
aink-or-swim environment where 
the person who is not so capable of 
helping himself could starve; the 
new freedom brings responsibilities 
that they never had to face before, 
and the situation is often a grave 
shock to them. 


Not every Russian oleh can make 
the adjustment to a democratic 
society and most will not listen to 
an explanation when there are 
hardships to endure. They will only 
curse the establishment, as they did 
In the Soviet Union, for falling to 
care for them properly. (Yet, in the 
United States, where only a few 
fledgling groups even show interest 
in the absorption of Soviet Im- 
migration, these same Soviet Jews 
who have not a good word to say 
about Israel will live in squalor un- 
like anything they would ever en- 
counter In Israel without a word of 
complaint.) 


I agree with Dr. Efron that 
"letters from satisfied olim to 
relatives and friends will do much 
more to promote allya," but this 
statement remains true not only of 
Russian olim, but all olim. Today, 
the number of satisfied olim might 
easily be questioned In view of 
yerida estimates according to 
which 2,000 Israelis a month leave 


Sir, — The man in the street in 
Israel who forms his opinion about 
olim from the USSR on the basis of 
newspaper articles and TV broad- 
casts would- think that Russian 
Jews are the most "difficult" from 
the point of view of absorption. 
There are some facts which are un- 
known to most people in Israel, in- 
cluding even some immigrants 
from Russia: 

Absorption of olim from Russia is 
subsidized by world (mainly 
U.S.) Jewry and the U.S. 
Government. 

Immigrants from Russia are In 
genera] neither better nor worse 
than those from other countries. 
However, they differ from im- 
migrants of Western origin In many 
respects : 

They left their country on a one- 
way ticket, they can never return. 
In most cases, they will never again 
see the relatives and friends they 
left in Russia; they will not even be 
able to correspond with them free- 
ly. 

When they left Russia, they knew 
nothing or almost nothing about 
Israel. They were not able to make 
a trial allya, like Western Jews. 

Upon arrival, these Jews do not 
have the means to enable them to 
exist independently even for a short 
period. 

Most of them did not know 
Hebrew or English; they were total- 
ly ignorant about life and work in 
Israel as a country of the free 
world. Their country of origin 
stripped them of their citizenship 
when they emigrated, it does not 
protect them, on the contrary, 
Soviet authorities are happy to 
know about their sufferings. 

Most Jews from Russia knew 
they were Jewish only because they 
were called Jews, or sometimes 
"Zhlds" i Kikes). Here they are 
sometimes called "Russians." 

Their absorption and life here 
would be a bit easier if more 
Israelis thought about the par- 
ticular situation of the Russian 
olim.

McKinsey 
reveals that planes habitually 
carry the same reserve of drinking 
and washroom water for flights to 
Europe and the U.S. On short trips, 
less water should be loaded, to 
reduce weight. 

When planes taxi on runways, 
they should use two engines, not 
four. Calculated on an annual basis, 
the fuel economy makes a 
difference. Before applying a new 
coat of paint, the previous layer or 
layers should be scraped off, again 
to reduce weight. Life-rafts should 
not be carried on overland 
journeys- Every penny counts. 



IT rS POSSIBLE to compete; El A1 
has the resources and the ability.
